0.—HLram Smith of Slio- 


boygaii prOHidod at tlioopeuiugol' the National 
Butter, Cheoso and Egg association yesterday. 
Glmnea Bench, president of the WinconHiu 
Dairymen's association, read a long paper on 
••The Cow, and Her Relations to Civilization." 
Mr. Beach claimed that the cow contributed 
largely to tho prosperity 
of the country 


through the dairy. The direct contribution of 
tho cow to tho wealth of the nation during tho 
past year exceeded 3250,000,000. Ho agreed in 
favor.of the necessity of improving the grade of 
cattle, and encouraged the raising of cowd.

Newfoundland's 
L'nitiue 
Iniliistry — Tho 


SprliJB Sailing of tlio Tliict—Tlio Massacre 
of a Herd uml Its Revolting Sights, 
Among the many strang-c industries 


of the world that exact from men hardi- 
hood, persistence and during scarcely 
one compares with the pursuit of the oil 
seals, a calling, 1 believe, now sub- 
stantially monopolized by the New- 
foundlanders. Tho seal hero referred to 
must at the outset bo distinguished from 
the fur seal of Alaska, whose soi't coat 
makes warm the heart of the city belle 
in exact proportion as the face of pater- 
familias grows blue nnd his pocket thin. 
Tho creature sought by the Newfound- 
lander yields only oil and a coarse- 
grained but 
expensive leather; 
ho 


conies down on the ico front tho 
far 
Arctic every spring, 
and soon 


after 
the 
breeding period, which 


begins about 
the middle of March, 


the 
fierce 
hunt 
for 
him opens, 


lasting until about the end of April. 
How important this industry is to New- 
foundland may be conceived of from the 
fact that about G,000 men engage in it 
each season at St. John's alone, while 
the annual exports of seal products 
reach a value of more than 81,000,000. 
Next to the omnipresent 
codfish, tho 


seal is the commercial staple of New- j 
foundlaml, and deprived of the animal 
the islanders would bo forced lo bridge 
over a terrible g;tp of semi-starvation 
find poverty. 


The life of the seal, or "sivoil" as 


the Newfoundlanders call him. is 
a- 


most curious career of variclv and 
change. Little can be said of the mys- 
teries of his winter life, which is passed 
far up on tho edges of the lower Arctic 
zone of ice, which, breaking away iu 
early spring, floats southward on the 
Labrador sea-current. Their gregarious 
habit then, brings tlic seals together iu 
immense numbers, and old sealers tell 
of having soon dozens of acres of ice so 
thickly covered that the creatures could 
scarcely move. 
As the ice drifts into 


inciting latitudes the troops of seals dis- 
perse. Where they go is uncertain; 
except that a few scattered wanderers 
swim southward along the coast of tho 
United States as far as tho Delaware

I warm-blooded creatures, they find their 


most congenial home. The "food of tho 
full-grown ?cal is another of the mys- 
teries of its existence. lu the shallows 
it is fish, but tho seal is often found fat 
and rotund oil tho Atlantic ico, sailing 
for long distances over depths where 
fish either never live at all or live a mile 
or two below tho surface. 
Tho breed- 


ing period begins about the middle of 
March, after 'the ice lias floated to a 
point some six hundred miles north of 
St. John's, the female seal bringino- 
forth her single young on the 1mm- 
mocks. Then occurs a most extraor- 
dinary phenomenon. The young at birth 
weigh about iive pounds. 
In 
fifteen 


days they weigh forty or fifty, gain- 
ing sometimes as much as iive pounds 
in twenty-four hours. Nature furnishes 
tho "white-coat," as the baby is called, 
an oily coating of blubber just beneath 
the skin, which in ten days thickens 
from half an inch to three inches, or 
even four. The young seal during this 
period of astonishing dovelopmenflives 
on its mother's milk and on animaleula 
which it sucks from the pores of tho 
thiu drift-ice. Tho seal fishermen have 
half a dozen names for the seals at va- 
rious stages of growth. 
They are 
" white-coats," "harps" (from a dark 
harp-shaped mark upon the back), 
"bcdlamers," 
"hoods" and "dog- 


hoods" aoeording to tigo. The doghood 
is tho old male seal, which in equipped 
with a thick skin on tho head and nock. 
When attacked the doghood resists 
fiercely, and the hardest blow makes no 
impression on the lough inte<nnnent 
the animal draws up iu folds so as to 
completely cover the forehead and

Another moment, 
and two hundred wild men, armed with 
long staves, are over the sides, and the 
slaughter opens. A scene follows which 
even hardened seniors describe as pit- 
eous.

Then, drawing a sharp 


knife, the soak" with wonderful celer- 
ity rips opens the skin and blubber, 
pulls out the gory carcass, and leaves 
both on tho ice to take another victim. 
The seals have a cry almost exactly like 


i a human being,- and tears like those of 
mortals fall from their eyes. Their 


, wild wailings, the piteous attempts of 
the mothers to shield their young, the 
•bloody ice, the quivering carcasses 
crawling often some distance before 
.life is extinct, and the shouts of tho 
butchers, make a sight that beggars all 
description. The massacre done, the 
"pelts," as the hides with the attached 
blubber are technically called, are put 
on board tho steamer, which, if not 
loaded, begins search for a new herd 
and fresh butchery. 
Only the youiiw 


seals are killed on th;s first voyage, a° 
their pelts are proportionately "more 
valuable, and the old seals can bo left 
for a second venture later in the season. 


These sealing voyages are either im- 


mense successes or most costly failures. 
Tens of thousands of dollars are needed 
to equip tho vessels, which sometimes re- 
turn without a solitary pelt. 
But the 


profits of one good voyage compensate 
lor several bad ones. Tho polls fetch 
in some years as much as if-i each, and 
instances are recorded whore more than 
40,000 have been brought in by a single 
steamer. 
One of the largest catches'on 


record Ls that of the Resolute, which 
some years ago, after a short voyage, 
returned with '12,000 pelts, worth fiyo,- 
000. 
Seal pelts had to bo loaded into 


the berths, even the boats were filled, 
and the vessel steamed but three and a 
half knots an hour during her return to 
St. John's. In the city excitement runs 
high during the absence of tho steam- 
ers. 
Bets are made on their takes, tho 


respective merits of their Captains aro 
canvassed, every arrival is noted with 
eager interest, and trembling owners 
a wait the news that heralds groat profits 
or a heavy loss for tho year. 
At best 


tho business is a huge "gamble," need- 
ing large capital and persistent strug- 
gle. 
One firm, for instance, which a 


few years ago made $175,000 in one sea- 
son, 
has this year lost $80,000. The

Of the cargo, afto"r 


the royalty is deducted, one-third goes 
to the crew and two-thirds to the ship- 
owners, who find vessel, supplies and 
equipment.—S*.

John's early iu March is the momentous 
event of tlio year. 
All through the Ion"- 


winter, shut in by deep snows, livino- iu 
titter idlunes.s und depressed by chill 
poverty, tho fisherman 'has eked'or.t an 
existence) most miserable nnd monoto- 
nous. 
With March and the sealing sea- 


son his fetters aro broken, and there 


'">!»; i comes an abrupt transition. The fish- 


ermen, hardy, muscular follows, inured 
to the sea, crowd the streets. 
The 


<;roat sealing firms are liuin<r out their 
craft: there is a hum of lil'e on the 
wharves; business everywhere in the 
town awakes, and llio whole city feels 
new life and impulse. On the 1st of 
March the sailing vessels leave for the 
northward "to meet (lie ice," as the 
local phrase goes. 
They are allowed 


twelve days' start of sealing steamers, 
which go on the ]2lh of March every 
yenr. These steamers are stanch craft, 
some of them so large as to be 800 tons 
register. 
Their bows are iron-plated 


against the thick ice which they must 
often penetrate to reach the breediug- 
grounds of lite sou!. 
They are crowd ell 


with sealers, not unfre.|iioiitly can-vino- 
as many as 230 men, •• surdi'ned" t'hrco 
in a bunk scarcely the samo number of 
feet, wi''o. 
Altogether some twenty of 


thnsu steam-vessels, with 3,000 hands, 
leave tho harbor 
almost simultane-

But lively as is the day of 


departure in these times, it is tame 
compared to the going of the sailing- 
ships thirty years ago, before steamers 
had well nigh monopolized the trade. 
In those days there sailed each year al- 
most four hundred vessels, manned bv 
thirteen thousand men, anil old resi- 
dents of St. Joints dilate with pride on 


the great 1'cet pufto sea.

The Kvldence all In—The Arenments 


of tho Attorneys. 


The defendant was upon the stand in 


the circuit court yesterday afternoon un- 
til about half-past four. He said he was 
29 years old, was a member of tho linn 
of Henry & Clifford, who keep a saloon 
and restaurant at 405 liast Water street, 
Milwaukee; that he went down to Kacine 
principally to buy a horse, and also to 
aitend t'ae walking match. He bet 8350 
altogether on Dammers, who lest the 
race. The defendant departed, in a few 
important particulars, from the story told 
by the other witnesses. He said he told 
the stako holder he m:ght let Captain 
Pugh have back his own money, but that 
he must not give up his, (Clifford's), to- 
night, because he thought there hadn't 
been fair play, aud if ho would wait un- 
til morning until he coald jseo the men 
the matter would be settled; that Pugh 
slid he had won the money and wanted 
it all, and would have it; that Pugh 
pulled off his overcoat and .shook his Cist 
in Clifford's face; that Clifford was badly 
frightened, and seized the first opportu- 
nity to escape from the room they were 
in and ran up stairs to go to bed; that 
Pugh followed him and tried to pull 
him down sttiirs again, he resisting, hold- 
ing on to the railing around the stairway; 
that Greasing then came up arid said:

mony was given very cooly und delib- 
erately. 


On cross-examination the defendant ad- 


mitted that ho had "dealt faro a little' 
and had carried a revolver for about two 
years because ho was in tho habit o" go- 
ing homo at three or four o'clock in the 
morning with large sums of money iu his 
possession, sometimes as much as S3UOO 
Tho cross exainiuatsou was very short 
and elicited nothing important except the 
defendant's persistent avoidance of tho 
question whether thoro was anything to 
prevent Pugh from knocking him down 
if he had desired, utter the firing of 
the first shot. At tho close of the defen- 
dant's testimony both sidas stated that 
they hud no more testimony to oll'er, and 
Mr. Fish began the opening address to 
the jury for tho state, continuing until 
adjournment last night, and finishing at 
10:30 this morning. It was a remarkably 
clear and able argument upon tho fasts 
in the case, and was listened to with 
Gloss attention by jury and spectators.

Times directed the attention of the grow- 
ers of the Connecticut and Housatonio 
valleys in August last, has aroused the 
parties interested to action, und the mat- 
ter will be brought before congress, The 
New England Homestead has had draft- 
ed a petition to congress praying for such 
an increase of the duty on Sumaha to- 
bacco us will practically prohibit its im- 
portation into this country. Th:s petition 
is properly printed for receiving signa- 
tures, and it will be sent free to all those 
who apply, with a three-cent stamp for 
pcatnge. After being circulated for signa- 
tures, the petition may be sent direct to 
Washington, or it may be returned to tne 
Homestead office, aud it will bo forward- 
ed to the proper authorities.

tion is as follows: 


Tho undersigned, your petitioners, re- 


spectfully represent that the tobacco in- 
dustry of this country is fast being ru- 
ined through tho importation of a for- 
eign tobacco which is known as Sumatra 
tobacco. Sumatra tobacco is grown upon 
the island of Snir.atra, in the East In- 
dies, nuclcr tho directiou of a Dutch syn. 
chcate, whose- headquarters aro at Amster- 
dam, Holland. Coolie labor is employed 
to cultivate the tobacco, and tho cost of 
its production IB nominally small. 
The 


Sumatra tobacco, while lacking in qual- 
ity, is of liaudsowo appearance, aud 
merely as roganls appearance, has been 
found to bn admirably adapted tor the 
wrapping of cigars, lls importation into 
tuis country was especially uoticeal/.e iu 
August, 1882, wl'.nn the quantity brought 
into the port of Now York alone amount- 
ed to 197.050 pounds. As tiie Sumatra to- 
bacco leaf is exceedingly uniform and 
clear, regular in color and free from largo 
stems, it 
can be worked very advan- 


tageously, and it is demonstrable that 
one pound of it (vi.'l go at least as far for 
the 
purpose o" 
wrapping cigars as 


three pounds of domestic seedleaf. 
In 


some cases it is equal to four pounds of 
tho latter. The quantity imported into 
Now York, therefore, during last August 
moans tho displacement in the tobacco 
market of thrto or four times that quun- 
tiiy oC domestic loaf tobacco. 


The government gnow fimposes a .spe- 


citlc duty of !30 cents a pound, and 10 per 
cent, uilviilorem, under the law which 
lixcs that additional rate upon commod- 
ities brought from east of tho Capo of 
Good Hope, but which law ceases i:i Jan- 
uary, 18S3. After next January tho sole 
import duty upou Sumatra tobacco will 
be 35 cents per pound. Your petitioners 
aver that this uruoirjt of duty is not suf- 
ficient to protect their interests. Already 
the farmers and growers of tobacco have 
great difficulty in marketing their crops, 
being undersold and crowded out by tho 
cheaper Sumatra leaf. The importation 
of the Sumatra tobacco is enormously in- 
creasing every month, 
The American 


growers of tobacco feel that they should 
be placed upon an equal footing with 
their foreign competitor, which does not 
obtain iu the present rato of import duty. 
They therefore petition congress to so 
increase the import duty that tho tariil1 
shall be prohibitive, or, at leas!", restrict- 
ive, aud suggest that the increase shall 
be fixed at not less than SI per pound 
upon all tobaccos grown on other than 
Nort American soil. 


"The only way to prevent disastrous 


results," says the IJomstead, "is (o HO in • 
crease the duty on foreign tobacco as to 
restrict or prohibit its importation. The 
only way to obtain this increase of tariff 
is to petition congress for it.

The present dagger of ruinously 
low prices is augmented to a grave de- 
gree by the tremendous rate of increase 
in the importation of Sumatra tobacco 
during the fiscal your ending Juno 30th, 
1830, was 179,002 poiuuls. During the 
year ending June SUIli, 1SS2, tho amount 
was 77-l-,715 pounds. During July last 
tho importations amounted to 117,22d 
pounds, and gin last August to 197,050 
pounds, or more by 22,000 pounds than 
the entire importation in tho whole year, 
ended Juno 30th, 1S81. If Sumatra to- 
bacco is brought into tho United Slates 
during the next two years with tho same

would decrease in manifold degree. "Just 
as tho twig n bent, the tree is inclined." 
Vast is the influence exerted for the bet- 
tering of our system of public education, 
but great as is the benefit excited thereby, 
much remains to 
be 
accomplished 


by supplemental and auxiliary means. 
Pablic libraries and free reading rooms 
always, and now, more than over, are 
known to be a most potent instrumental- 


ity; 
and a community of any magnitude 


which has failed to secure such within its 
limits, is manifestly unjust to its better 
interests. Let Janesville, fair city as she 
is in so many regards, no longer bo heed- 
less of her responsibilities und duty in 
this regard; and lot every citizen, who 
desires tho well-being of society, feel a 
personal responsibility to help forward 
tho efforts which are being put forth to 
secure this end. Upon us all rests a re- 
sponsibility to make the world better.
